G.S.R. 320(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 124, read with Sub-section 
(1) of Section 132 of the Major Ports Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government hereby approves the Mormugao 
Port Employees (Grant of advances for purchase of conveyances) (Amendment) Regulations, 1997 made by the Board 
of Trustccs for the Port of Mormugao Port Trust and set out in the Schedule annexed to this notification. 

2. The said regulations shall come into force on the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 

MORMUGAO PORT EMPLOYEES (GRANT OF ADVANCES FOR PURCHASE OF CONVEYANCES) 

REGULATIONS. 1969—AMENDMENT 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 read with Section 124(1) and (2) of M^or Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 
of 1963). the Board of Trustees for the Port of Mormugao hereby makes the following Regulations further to amend the 
Mormngtio Port Employees (Grant of Advances for purchase of Conveyances) Regulations. 1969 viz. 

1 (i) Short Title: These Regulations may be called Mormugao Port Employees (Grant of Advances for Purchase of 

Conveyances) (Amendment) Regulations, 1997. 

(ii) They shall conic into force from the date on which the approval of the Central Government is published in the 
Gazette of India. 

2 Substitute the existing Regulation 14 with the following : 

"Sanelion for an advanee under these regulations shall be accorded to .— 

(a) Heads of Department and those holding posts the creation of which requires prior approval of the Central 
Government in terms of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963, by the Chairman; 

(b) All other Class I & II employees, by the Dy. Chairman; 

(c) All Class 111 & IV employees, by the respective Head of Department. 

3 Delete Regulation 17( 1 )(a). 

Amendment to Regulation 20 

4. Introduce the following as Note (3) below Note (2) of Regulation 20. 

NOTE3: 

"In cases where the recovery of instalment is effected through the pay/leave salary bills and pay/lcavc salary 
of the employees has not been drawn in time, and the employees is unable to present his claim for pay for 
ccriain administralive reasons, the deductions in respect of the advance should be deemed to have been made 
in (he month following the month to which the pay/leave salary relates iirespedtivc of actual date of its 
diawal". 

Amendment to Regulation 21 

.3 Introduce the following as Notes No. 4. 5 . and 6 below Regulation 21. 

(1) NOTE 4 ; In this Regulation, the expression "actual price" includes Sales Tax and the cost of such items e.g. 
spare w heel tire and a tube or a pillion scat in a scooter, on the purchase of which the purchaser has no choice. 
It docs not, however, cover the cost of certain accessories e g. radio in a car, plastic covers, which are not 
essential and arc purchased by the customer of his own volition. Insurance and registration charges of the 
^ chicles arc also not included in the "actual price". 

(2) NOTE 5 : The expression "actual price" will include the registration money paid for in advance by the 
employees to the dealer while booking for the new car which is later adjusted by the dealer on allotment/ 
delivery towards the price of the new car". 
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(3) “NOTE 6 : WItete an employee desires to keep two vehicles of different types, i.e. a motor-car and motor¬ 
cycle/ scooter/ moped and has purchased one type of vehicle with the advance drawn from the Board aitd 
wants to have advance for purchasing a different type of vehicle he may be sanctioned the same under the 
provisions of these Regulations, without being required to sell the previous vehicle provided he rqiays the 
outstanding amount of advance with interest before drawing the fresh advance. An advance given in such a 
case will be treated as second advance. 

6. Amendment to Regulation 27 

(1) Substitute the words “the purchase of a newly purchased car’* appearing after the word “towards” in Clause 
(a) of NOTE 2 below Regulation 27, by the following: 

"the purchase of the new car and the new car should be purchased within a month ftom the date on which the 
old car was sold." 

(2) Delete clause (d) of NOTE 2 below Regulation 27. And renumber the clause{e) as clause (d). 

7. Amendment to Regulation 28 

Introduce the following as NOTE 3,4, 5 & 6 below Regulation 28. 

(1) NOTE 3 ; The advance for the purchase of a motor-car may be applied for well in time and sanctioned by the 
authority competent to sanction the advance as early as possible. The advance should, however, be drawn 
only after the employee concerned has received a written assmance from the dealer that the suj^ly is likely to 
be available within a month and a certificate to this effect is recorded on the bill for the advance. In the event 
of delay in supply, despite the written assurance from the dealer, the employee should apply for extension of 
the time limit within the permissible period of one month and seek permission for retaining the advance for a 
further period which should be specified. Each such request should be supported by a letter from the dealer, 
indicating the likely period of supply, and will be considered on merits. 

(2) "NOTE 4 : Where an employee refunds the full amount of the advance before the end of the month in which 
it was drawn for the purchase of a car, the interest may be recovered for the actual period the advance was 
retained by the employee.” 

(3) “NOtE 5 : The authority sanctioning advance for the purchase of conveyance should ask the eihployec 
concerned to produce the registration book of the vehicle to the Accounts Officer within a period of one 
month from the date of purchase of the vehicle or within two months from the date of drawal of advance, 
whichever is earlier, to show that the vehicle purchased by him has actually been transferred in his name by 
the competent authority, failing which he shall be liable to pay penal interest on the entire amount of advance 
as provided in NOTE 2 above, from its date of drawal to the date of submission of the registration book. In 
case it is established that the delay in submitting the registration book is not attributable to the employee, the 
penal interest may not be charged for the late submission of the registration book for the period of such 
delay.” 

(4) “NOTE 6 : The sanctioning authority should ask the employee to submit the cash receipt within the prescribed 
time for scrutiny to ensure that the advance has been utilised for the purchase of conveyance within the 
prescribed period and the “actual price" as defined in NOTE 1 below Regulation 21 is not less than the 
amount of advance. A certificate to this effect that the cash receipt has been received and after scrutiny it has 
been verified that the amount of advance has been fully utilised for the purchase of the conveyance within the 
prescribed period and that the “actual price” as defined in NOTE 1 below Regulation 21 is not less than the 
amount of the advance, should invariably be furnished to the Accounts Officer. Thereafter, the cash receipt 
may be returned to the borrower.

Form ”F” may be used by substituting the words "Motor Vehicle" nilh the words "Personal Computer". 
Similarly. Forms of Agreement "D" and "E" for drawing an ad\ ancc for the purchase of motor car may be 
used by substituting the words "Motor Vehicle" by the words "Personal Computer" 

(4) An application for the grant of advance for the purchase of a Personal Computer shall be required to be 
made in Form "C“ 

(5) No advance for the payment of customs duty on the Personal Computer shall be stmetioned 
Recovery of Advance: 

(6) The advance sanctioned for the purchase of a Personal Computer shall be recovered m such number of 
equal monthly instalments as the employee may elect, but not c.'icceding 150 

Interest: 

(7) Simple interest at such rates as may be fixed by the Board from lime to lime for the motor car adi ance 
shall be charged on tidvances granted to employee for the purchase of a Personal Computer 

(8) All other conditions laid down in these Regulations regulating the sanctioning of motor car ad\ ance will 
apply to the advance, which may be sanctioned for the purchase of a Pcrsou.il Computer.
